a tyrannical husband, knowing 
leaving him, might become gracious and reas- 
onabile, and many a peevish wife, knowing that 
her husband could honorably surrender the tie, 
would soon change her manners.” Mrs. Stan- 
ton is not pleading the cause of free love as some 
people might infer—indeed, her name is a suffi- 
cient voucher for high character of her motive 
—but she is arguing for greater independence 
for women. Her point looks plausible in itself, 
but Mrs. Stanton ought to know that the condi- 
tions which she demands would most assuredly 
operate to defeat the ends which she desires to 
ee. The great complaint against easy 

ivorce arises frum the facility it affords for 
the separation of those who do not want to live 
together, and the condemnation of separation 
by public opinion is now one of the safeguards of 
the family in that it prevents the breaking up 
of unions, the parties to which are inclined to 
separation, but fear to brave society’s criticism. 
There are too many people in the world who 
would be glad to relieve themselves of the marital 
yoke, pad they do so “‘honorably” and- with- 
out scandal, not always from so-called ‘“‘incom- 
patibility,” but often from the conviction 
that marriage in their case has. been 
a mistake. or this and other reasons it 
may easily be seen that such a condition would 
result in so great a number of experiments in 
marriage as to throw society into utter confu- 
sion and finally destroy the institution of the 
family altogether, which, even supposing it was 
all honorable and right in itself, would be dis- 
astrous to the interests of the community, and. 
finally, to the State and the nation.

DECENCY IN DIVORCE, | 
M.NQvE?’s final triumph in the passage of the 
divorce law in France has, among other resulte, 
produced a note from the Vatican calling the 
attention of the French Government to the fact 
that this legislation is at varidnce with the doc- 
trines of the Catholic Church. An encyclical is 
to be issued by the Holy See upon this subject. 
So far as the attitude of the church is con- 
cerned, there has never been any doubt. It has 
opposed divorce from the beginning; it will go 
on opposing it until the end. Within the pale 
of the church divorce is not to be listed 
among the remedies for marital unhappiness 
no matter what may be the law of the land, 
and the Pope’s action merely amounts to a 
warning to the faithful that, in spite of the new 

French statute, they cannot be divorced. 

With the religious aspect of the question all 
of those who are not Catholics have nothing to 
do, ‘We know that there is an awful amount 
of unhappiness bound up within the chains of 
matrimony, that brutes have married, do every 
day marry defenseless girls, for whom there is 
no emancipation but diverce or death; that 
false and wicked wonien daily makea wreck of 
‘their husband's honor, make life a hell for him, 
leaving. him no _ refuge but suicide or 
the public courts. When one has 
not a_i religious reason for refusing 
divorce, it certainly is to these wretches the 
greatest beon that the law can give, and every 
step towards decency in the administration of 
the law must be weloomed by men of right 
feeling in every creed. While France has re- 
fused to come abreaSt of the other nations in 
her divorce laws for centuries, now that she has 
done so, the very framing of her legislation tes- 
tifies to her high civilization; puts her, in a 
word, as far ahead of us as she has been behind 
us. The French law takes mafriage to be a 
contract, and if either of the parties to that con- 
tract can show a sufficient legal reason for its 
dissolution, it will be dissolved, but it refuses 
‘to make it necessary that character should be 
blasted and @ family shame blazoned over 
Europe before it will grant divorce. The law 
distinguishes between the punishment of crime 
and the undoing of marriage, In America it 
is mecesiary, or at least customary, that 
the plaintiff shall prove some scandalous 
simon the part of the defendant in open court, 
‘and the waiting newspapers greedily spread 
the story of adultery and dishonor broadcast 
aver the land. The divorce is given by the 
courts, andthe crime punished by the jour- 


-nals in the infamy attached to the criminal. 


In France this will not be done. .When one 
wishes to punish crime one must take it into 
the criminal courts; when one desites divorce 
the case is heard privately, the witnesses exain- 
ined in camera, away from the newspaper re- 
porters and the general public, and the decision 
rendered in such a manner that no obloquy 
fails upon either husband or wife. In this way 
the great mass of scandal, which is the chief 
grist of the American mills of justice, is 
avoided. Certainly the French method is the 
best’ yet devised, and worthy of imitation both 
in England and the United States. 


A LITTLE GREAT KING. 

Lonpon, September 11.—Great indignation is ex- 
pressed in Munich over the intention of King Louis 
IL, the music-mad monarch of Bavaria, to erett a 
colossal equestrian statue of King Louis XIV. of 
France in one of the squares of the Bavarian 
capital, The objectors say that the man whom it 
is thus proposed to honor was always the arch 
enemy of Germany, and that his warfare and 
aggressions upon the German people were more 
causeless and wanton than those of any French 
Monarch who preceded or followed him. Threats 
are openly made that if King Louis persists in 
his determination to erect .the statue it will be 
found demolished within a few nights after its 
inauguration. 

“The objectors” are quite right, and the 
threateners not far wrong. There would be as 
much propriety in the erection ofa statue of 
TrTvs in Jerusalem, of Napo.zon I, in Berlin, 
of Emperor WiLLiam in Paris, as of Lovis 


XIV. in Munich. A crazier idea could hardly

Take 
away his fine clothes, his majestic deportment, 
the pomp and circumstance which surrounded 
him from birth to death, and there was nothing 
of him. Hundreds of ‘braver and better men 
died in France of starvation during his reign; 
thousands of nobler men were slaughtered in 
his causeless wars, or driven into per- 
petual exile by his execrable tyranny.

and maniiers, and if there was money enough 
to be wrung out of the princeling’s subjects, 
built a cheap edition of his palace. The great- 
est; statesmen and soldiegs, the most learned 
scholars, most accomplished writers, most 
eminent saints in France, burned incense under 
the nose of this mongrel demigod ; and husbands, 
fathers and brothers of the most illustrious 
lineage, considered it a rare honor to lend him 
their wifes, daughters and sisters as concubines, 
Tt isan actual fact that dukes and peers ap- 
plied in advance for their female relatives, 
when a concubinical situation was likely to be 
vacant; and if the application was successful, 
they gloried in their shame and proceed- 
ed to make the most out of it in 
court patronage. ©The Sultan of 
the Versailles harem was a devotes 
of Mars as well as of Venus; He fancied 
himself a great general, and his obsequious 
flatterers confirmed the fancy. When a be- 
sieged city was ready to fall, or a surrounded 
army ready to surrender, he set out for the 
field in a coach and six, followed by a long ret- 
inue of cooks, chaplains, and strumpets; slept 
under silken tents, ate from golden dishes, gave 
his orders for the final attack, received the key 
of the city or the flags of the army, and then 
rode back to Versailles to listen to Te Deums 
and repose on laurels won by other men. Across 
the front of the splendid palace we 
may still read the legend he placed 
there: ‘To All the Glories of France.” Not 
one of them was due to his valor or his wisdom. 
He was a monstrous humbug from his first 
breath to his last, a glittering bubble which the 
pen of impartial history has pricked, letting out 
only wind and a bad smell. 

Louis XIV. was buried in magnificent style 
at St. Denis, and seventy-eight years afterward 
a delegation of the French people broke open 
his tomb, tore out his coffin and kicked the 
naked corpse into the street. Rude retribution 
for the ineffable wrongs their ancestors had 
suffered from him and his, but far more sensi- 
ble and just than the proposed statue at Munich. 


Now rises the Hon. Ionatrus DONNELLY of 
Hastings, Minn,, with the somewhat stale dis- 
covery that SHAKSPEARE did not write Suaxk- 
SPEARE, and that Bacon did. Mr. DONNELLY, 
however, is more original in his methods than 
any of his illustrious predecessors. He has 
discovered a cipher in some of the plays which 
not only demonstrates their Baconian author- 
ship, but shows them to be “‘a narrative of Ba 
con’s own life and a secret history of the reign 
of Exizasetu.” Moreover, the cipher is said 
to reveal the hitherto unsuspected fact that 
“SHAKSPEARE was arrested as the author of 
the plays, and being threatened with torture, 
disclosed to the officers of the Crown that 
BACON was the real author”—and so saved his’ 
own bacon at the expense of his friend’s, All 
of which stamps Mr. DONNELLY as a man of 
brilliant fancy and rare inventive genius; such 
a man as SHAKSPEARE would have been glad to 
engage as a literary partner. It is much to be 
regretted that he feels compelled to suspend his 
cipher investigation for the present, having 
been nominated for Congress in the Third Min- 
nesota District. He profhises the eager and 
anxious public a book next spring or summer 
which will settle the business finally and for- 
ever, and leave the “Swan of Avon” high and 
dry, so to speak, on the shoals of popular con- 
tempt. If Hon, Ienatrvus DONNELLY can do 
this, and go to Congress besides, SHAKSPEARE 
and Bacon combined will not be a circum- 
stance to him.

Five yearsago Istood on the bridge 
that was burned, and, glancing over the lumber dis- 
trict there, it occurred tomethat in view of the 
condition of the lumber trade, there was a gvod deal 
more stock than could be advantageously disposed 
of, and I wrote at once to my company to withdraw 
every dollar of inturanée we had on that lumber. 
It was done, and we did not lose a dollar on the fire, 
whereas, before that time, we had thousands on the 
burned lumber.” * 

“Now, I.do not say,” he continued, “that a great 
many men will deliberately set fire to their stores, 
but in depressed times they become careless, and 
are not as watchful as when business is brisk and 
everything is booming. ‘Een there may be one in- 
cendiary in the block who sets fire to his store, and 
others are involved in the conflagration. I have 
never yet seen it fail that in times of depression the 
percentage of losses is in proportion to the stagna- 
tion of business.

They all testified to his heartlessness and extortion, 
while he was branded by the prosecuting attorney 
as a pest and ruin to the country. The punishment 
inflicted was severe, consisting ofa fine of 8,000 
marks, six years imprisonment, and five years loss 
of voice rights. 


A WOMAN-SLAYER has just been discovered at 
Lagos. The murderer was an African charmer 
named Ju Ju, who claimed to have the power of 
making any one rich who would follow his instruc- 
tions, and his pretentions were believed in by a num- 
ber of women who visited him at his den inthe 
woods. Recently some women of the town were 
missed and could not be found anywhere, until the 
discovery of some skeletons in the bushes near Ju 
Ju's residence, offered a solution of the probiem. 
The skeletons were all of females, and were a round 
dozen in number. Ju Ju made the women who 
came to be made rich bring him large sums of 
money, and after he had stripped them of ail they 
could get, he would blindfold them, place a fowl in 
each of their hands and knock them in the head.

BLOOD ON THE HEARTH. 


William W. Messer, Aged 75, Fatal- 
ly Shoots His Wife and 
Daughter. |

Then, Turnimg the Weapon Upon Himeelf, 
Commits Suicide—A Life-Long Eccentric 
Crazed by the Heat—The Tragedy Enact- 
ed in the Centre of a Peaceful and Pros- 
perous Home. , 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, September 13.—The pretty little town 
of Boonton, N. J., about thirty miles out on the 
Delaware and Lackawanna Railroad, was yesterday 
the scene of a terrible tragedy, which plunged the 
community into a state of great excitement. Will- 
iam W. Messer, 75 years old, shot and fatally 
wounded his wife and daughter and then killed him- 
self. The cottage in which the crime was commit- 
ted is a neat, two and one-half story structure with 
@ mansard roof, facing Morris avenue, opposite 
Boonton Park. The house is surrounded by about 
an acre of ground, which is laid out in lawns and 
flower beds. The Messer family consisted of Will- 
iam Messer, aced 72 years, a daughter, Maria, aged 
35 years, and two sons, one of whom is in this city, 
the other being in California. At 
8 o'clock yesterday morning Mrs. 


Messer and her daughter were at the breakfast 
table in the dining room. Mr. Messer, who was an 
eccentric individual, did not join them at table, but 
sat ina chair in a corner of. the room. While the 


ladies were eating, Miss Messer heard a sharp click | 


and, turning, saw hér father with a revolver in his 
hand. -She arose from her chair and said: ‘‘Father, 
put that pistol away ; I don't want to seeit. If you 
don’t, I willieave the room.” ~ 

The old gentleman paid no attention to her request, 
and she started towards the door leading into the 
sitting room. As she was about to pass through the 
doorway, the old man arose and pointed the re- 
voxver at her and fired, The bullet,. which was 
gf thirty-two calibre, struck her in the 


‘| right side and severed the spinal cord. The woman 


screamed, and ager her right hand to*her side, 
staggered into the sitting room and sank to the floor 
in the doorway opening into the parior. . Mrs. Mes- 
ser, who fora moment was terrified at what had 
megane exclaimed, in a trembling voice: 

“Oh, William, how could you do it?” 

The words were scarcely uttered when the old 
man turned toward her and fired two shots at her in 
rapid succession. One of the bullets took effect in 
her breast andthe other passed entirely through 
her body, piercing the liver. The woman 
screamed, totte into the _ sitting room 
and fell beside her daughter. Then 
Messer laced the revolver to his right 
temple and fired. The bullet passed through the 
head, coming out of the left temple. He died im- 
mediately. After falling to the floor, Mrs. Messer 
staggered to her feet and made her way to the front 
porch and 

SCREAMED FOR HELP. 
Mr. Edward DeCamp and his sister, of Boonton, 


were passing inacarriage at the time, and re- [{° 


sponded to Mrs. Messer’s call’ The old lady begged 
them to go for a doctor, saying that something ter- 
rible had sag emo Mr. DeCamp drove to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Ryerson, and, on the way, alarmed the 
neighbors, Mr. Knoch Hammond and several oth- 
ers hurried to the house. As they entered the 
sitting-room they found Mary Messer iying on 
her back in the parior . doorway, the 
biood trickling from her wound. Mr. Hammond 
raised her head and one of the men attempted to 
enter the dining room in search of water. As he 
was about to enter the woman screamed: 

“Don't go in there! for God's sake, don’t!” 

The man returned and went into the parlor, where 
he found Mrs. Messer lying near one of the win- 
dows. Both the women were taken, up stairs and 
put to bed. They were conscious and Mr. Ham- 
mond gave them brandy. In the meantime the 
dining room was entered aud Mr. Messer’s body 
was found lying ina pool of blood. When Dr. Ry- 
erson arrived an hour later, he found the women 
fatally wounded. They cannot tive more 
thanaday. Miss .Messer’s wound was similar to 
that of Gen. Garfield. Justice of the Peace Thos. 
Dennis held an inquest on the body of Mr. Messer 
and the ante-mortem statements of Mrs. Messer and 
herdaugnter were read to the jury. In her state- 
ment Miss Messer says: 

“We were sitting at breakfast. Father was not 
eating, ashe never did eat breakfast with us. He 
got up from his seat in the corner, took his revolver 
and came into the room again. I said: ‘Father, if 
you don't put up that revolver I shall leave the 
room,’ He did not do so, and I started to leave the 
room when he fired at me.” 

Mrs. Messer siinply corroborated the statements of 
her daughter. After listening to the testimony of 
other witnesses who arrived on the scene after the 
shooting, the jury decided that Mr. Messer came to 
his death from a pistol shot discharged by his own 
hand, while temporarily insane. 

The suicide was an eccentric old man with an ex- 


ceedingly 
INTERESTING HISTORY, 

He went to Boonton about four years ago and 
boarded with Mrs. P. H. Hammond, an old resident. 
His son, Arthur J. Messer, was interested in the 
Boonton paper mill,and was subsequently made a 

rtner. The firm was subsequently known ‘As 

itazgiven & Messer, and had its warehouse at Nos, 
65 and 67 Crosby street, this city. Old 
Mir. Messer was a gentleman of medium 
height, with full white beard 
mustache and long white hair. He was an intelli- 
gent and wellinformed man, and had traveied 
nearly all over the world. After residing in Boon- 
ton for about nine months, he was e superin- 


tendent of the papermilis. He continued in this } 


capacity until two y when he resigned his 
position on account of @ culty with Mr. Fitz- 
given, who, it is said, intepfered with Mr. Messer’s 
management, and the latter rebelled and finally re- 
signed his position. About a month ago his son dis- 
solved nership with Fitzgiven, and tbis, to- 
gether with the trouble atthe miil,is said to have 
affected the old man’s mind. Upon leaving the mill, 
Mr. Messer purchased the cottage on Morris avenue, 
where he and his family resided at the time of the 
tragedy.. They were attendants of the 
Episcopal Church. 

Justice of the Peace John A. Vanorden, who has 
known Mr: Messer fora number of years, said to 
your correspondent last night: 

“Mr, Messer was born in New Hamp: and was 
educated in Amherst College, I beligve. Shortly 
after he graduated he went to New York, where he_ 
engaged in the hardware business in Maiden Lane. 
In about 1850 he went to California and became in- 
terested in the gold mines there. I cannot say 
whether he made money there or not. He returned 
East ina few years and went to Boston. Then he 
became a partner of Warren Fisher,

Mr. M. Fitzgiven, who was recen‘ly a partner 
with Arthur J. Messer, a son of he de- 
ceased, said thatthe old man’s actions for some time 
past were such as to lead him to suppose that his 
mind was woaroay | unsettled. Mr. Fitzgiven de- 
clined to speak of the difficulty which resulted in 
young Messer’s withdrawing from the firm.

The turf of the United State occupies a singular 
position. Without receiving any protection in law 
(in fact it is virtually unlawful under the laws of 
some States), it may be said to be the one institution in 
which large sums of money are handled where there 
has yet to be chronicled an absconding President or 
a Treasurer. Yet the temptation is no less than in 
any other business of a speculative character. In 
view of the general surroundings, the “sure things” 
placed before those occupying official positions in 
the racing asscciations of the country, that the 
records stand unblemished speaks well for the honor 
of those holding trusted positions both East and 
West. 

As an important industry of the country the 
breedfig of thoroughbreds, with the tests of speed 
and endurance that only racing can prove the merit 
of, is certain at some time to receive official recogni- 
tion. Already the horse of America is recognized 
as the equal of any bred in Europe or elsewhere. 
To realize how great the improvement is one need 
but to look back to the straits the Government was 
put during the first years of the war to horse the 
cavairy and artillery branches of the service. Thus 
the efforts of the few to establish racing at Jerome 
Park, Saratoga and elsewhere some twenty years 
ago has had a tendency as much as anything 
else to urge on and encourge the improvement of 
every class of nature’s best gift to mankind, the 
horse. 


. AUGUST BELMONT. 

Mr. August Belmont is President of the American 
Jockey Club, and by virtue of that position and of 
his position in business as the representative in the 
United States of one of the great banking institu- 
tions of world, while in politics one of the trusted 
leaders of the great Democratic party, is certainly 
entitled to the premier position. For years Mr. Bel- 
mont has not only been a large breeder, but only a 
few years ago his colors were always prominent in 
the great races in this section of the country. For 
with such horses as Kingfisher, Glenelg, and later 
with Woodbine, Sultana, Patience, Susquehanna 
and others of his own breeding that carried the 
“maroon and red,” their forward position in any 
race was pleasing to all. Taking more: leisure now 
thanafew yearsago, Mr. Belmont spends many 
pleasant hours among the brood mares and their 
foals atthe Nursery, near Babylon, L. I., as those 
can testify who have had the pleasure of making 
the rounds of the paddocks with him and listened 
to his description of how they in turn won such 
races. as the Nursery, the Alabama, and the 
Hunter. 
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LEONARD W, JEROME, 

In Mr. Leonard W. Jerome the Post-Dispaton pre- 
fents one of the most active organizers of the Ameri- 
can and Coney Island Jockey Oluls.

Next to good horses, and plenty of them, the most 
essential thing to the success of a race meeting is to 
have a secretary who thoroughly understands his 
business, not only the mere routine’ work of weigb- 
ing the jockeys “‘out” and “‘in,”’ but that of framing 
the conditions of races that will bring out big fields 
of starters, of making handicaps t at will puzzle the 
shrewdest followers of the ring to pick the winners, 
and, above all that, while he shall so thoroughly 
represent his club in matters of executive detail, he 
shall at the same time be so popular with owners 
who would rather crowd his stables than go else- 
where. That such an official is somewhat ideal is 
true. But that Capt. J. H. Coster of the Amé@rican 
Jockey Club and Monmouth Park Association is a 
good secretary is admitted by all. The. only fault 
is that the Captain sometimes is a trifle too brusque. 
But that is the fault of his education, for as an of- 
ficer of the United States army, and in the cavalry 
branch of the service, Capt. Coster learned a thing- 
or two about men and horses. While as proof that 
he saw service even to the extent of seeking reputa- 
ation at the cannon’s mouth the terrible scar in his 
face shows, and that he is entitled to the prefix of 
Captain to his name, the Army Register shows that 
after serving through the war in the volunteer serv- 
ice he was brevetted for gallant and meritorious 
service at Giendal, Va., and appointed First Lieu- 
tenant in the regular army. He was subsequently 
made a Captain of cavalry in 1878, in which he 
served until a few years ago, when he was placed 
on the retired list. 
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J. G. K. LAWRENCE. 

Another gentleman that fills the position of secre. 
tary with honor is Mr. J.G.K. Lawrence of the 
Coney Island Jockey. Club. Happily the revenues 
of the Sheepshead Bay property are such that Mr 
Lawrence is relieved of much of the hard routine 
work which falls to most secretaries. That Mr. 
Lawrence can do the work he hasshown in the early 
days of the Coney Island Club. But his specialty 
now is the framing of conditions for stakes and 
purses and the making of handicaps. That heisa 
success as a handicapper was shown by the results 
of the suburban handicap at the June meeting, 
which brought out a field of twenty starters. At 
present Mr. Lawrence has the Twin City Handicap 
awaiting the test of arace. It is the feature of the 
day's programme on Tuesday, and looks as if an- 
other grand race may be expected. Mr. Lawrence, 
who, by the way, is a son of the famous jurist, Will- 
iam Beach Lawrence, has also a practical knowledge 
of racing, both as an owner and gentleman rider 
“on the flat’ and “between the flags,” he having 
owned some good horses capable of winning in both 
styles, among which was Resolute, which he rode in 
the match when he beat Lord Mandeville over part 
of the Jerome Park steeplechase course. 


In Mr. D. D. Withers, the turf has e friend and 
supporter second to none in the world. As a breeder 
Mr. Withers has imported some of the best blood in 
the country, while as an owner he has won many 
good races. But the honors for some years has bean 
few and far between, and it has been jokingly said 
that Mr. Withers would rather lose than win, one 
“scurvy knave™ going so far as tocirculate a reputed 
conversation with Mr. Withers on his return to 
Brookdale from Monmouth Park on the 19th of July. |

tlemen, Mr. Withers has numerous peculiarities, one 
of which is, that he. especially dislikes naming his 
horses, evidently fearing that the names selected 
might be such that the herses would not do them 
honor. For even in the case of the Mimi colt, he re- 
fused it a name until as he said, “‘he had beaten 
Rataplan at even weights,” although it has since 
been said that he will call the colt Brookdale, after 
his farm in Monmouth County, which is one of the 
model breeding farms in the country. Like the late 
Admiral Roos, to whom Mr. Withers has been often 
compared, he isa tenacious advocate of racing law 
and precedents as handed down by those that ruled 
racing in England years before the present period 
of gate money, meetings and acts of Parliament 
against ready money betting. Mr. Withers is also 
an untiring worker inthe interests of Monmouth 
Park, in which he is largely interested, but which he 
facetiously styles ‘‘a circus,’ especially when some 
youngster that ought to have won had been pocketed 
or cut down on the turn into the homestretch, Then 
he will tell of a two-mile course, with straight runs 
of three-quarters of a mile, that he hopes to build 
sore day on that natural race course, Hempstead 
Plains, L. I., which unfortunately is m the Stato of 
New York.

To win the Derby at his second time of trying was 
an honor that hundreds of the largest breeders and 
owners of Engiand and France have aspired to, but 
in which so few, comparatively, have succeeded. 
While, singular as it may seem, Mr, Lorillard looks 
upon the success of Iroquois at Epsomin 1881 with 
indifference, as, in fact, he does all races during the 
last few years won by horses that he bought, with 
the exception, perhaps, of those won by Parole, but 
take a race won by something bred at Rancocas, be 
it but a $500 purse, and he is not only perfectly hap- 
py, but fairly bubbles over with. enthusiasm, while 
to a great extent it will render his sitting or stand- 
ing still fora few minutes, or even seconds, an im- 
possibility. That-he is well pleased so far this sea- 
son is a_ certainty, for with Wanda, Cholula 
and Chimera each bracketed as winners of big 
stakes and with scores of promising yearlings and 
foals now at Rancocas, it is said to be a difficult 
ask to keep Mr. Lorillard away from Rancocas. 
Nor is that very surprising, for the placeis simply 
the best appointed place of the kind in the world. 
A very paradise for animals, especially horses. For 
every animal of the place, from the lordly Mortemer, 
head of the stud, to the toilers at the plow are 
treated better than thousands of the unfortunates of 
the human family. Nor can it be said that Mr. 
Loriliard is liberal only to his horses. In business 
he is the same, as thousands of employes in New 
York, Jersey City, Jobstown and elsewhere can 
testify, and it isto be hoped that the day isa long 
way off when Mr. Lorillard will be unable to brighten 
the paddock with his cheery smile or make havoc 
in the ring, when he literally shovelsin the money 
on some well-tried youngster from Rancocas,

Decidediy thg reverse of Mr. Lorillard in liking to 
win races with home-bred horses ‘are the Dwyer 
Brothers of Brooklyn. They are eminently buyers, 
and during the few years they have been on the 
turf they have not only bought the best, but in 
many instances they have paid big prices, as was 
the case with Hindoo, and more recently with 
Panique. That some of their purchases proved 
failures was tobe expected, but on a whole they 
have been most successful. Beginning in 1876 as 
they did with Rhadamanthus and Vigil, they have 
gone on from year to year winning honors right and 
left with such horses as Bramble, Luke Blackburn, 
Hindoo, Runnymede, George Kinney, Barnes and 
Miss Woodford as the “‘stars"’ of the stable, without 
taking into consideration. the races won by such 
“everyday” horsesas Warfield, Charley Gorham, 
Elias Lawrence, Boatman and Hartford, with the 
aid of which they have stood firstin the list of 
winning owners for the last three years, and al- 
though they have fallen some this year they are 
still well up in the list.

Home Life at Washington of the Va- 
rious Cabinet Officers.

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When and to Whom They are at Home-—Do- 
mestic Arrangements of the Late Secre- 
tary Folger—Recent. Weddings and En- 
gagements--Washington Society Notes.

Wasurnaton, D. 0., September 11,—Notwithstand- 
ing the hot wave which has beeu hovering over the 
country. particularly Washington, during the past 
week, the preparations for the rgpurn of society to 
its home and its normal condition goes steadily for- 
ward. Throtigh the resideneée portion of the city 
there are scenes of renewed activity. Residences 
that have been ‘closed begin to look alive again. 
Along the avenues and the principal streets, where 
are residences of Cabinet officers, Senators and peo- 
ple prominent in the social an@ political world, there 
are to be seen evidences of returning vitality. Car- 
pets that have been in retirenient during the sum- 
mer months now make theit appearance in side 
yards, and the sound of the tack-hammer is heard 
by the _ passer-by.  § Costly hangings 
which had been wrapped and protected 
from moths during the long s@mmer months are 
being brought forth from thelr places cf conceal- 
ment and put into position) again. The lawns 
which had been somewhat negitcted by carless serv- 
ants left in charge, are being brushed up and newly 
watered. The little white tent® which in the earlier 
part of the season decorated s@ many of the lawn 
surroundgjng residences and ga®e a charming effect 
to the already beautiful city wil soon appear again.

MEMBERS OF THE GABINET. 

Of the seven members of th Cabinet Secretary 

Folger, whose death is univergally mourned, had 


less of a “‘home,” perhaps, than any of the others. 
fe was a widower. His two dpughters were in ex- 
tremely delicate health,aud foubd themselves una bie 
to withstand the rigors of Wasl ep They spend 
a portion of the winter and spging here, but only a 
ortion, and the consequence fwas that Secretary 
Folger's residence, although hefkept up the formali- 
ties and appearances of the hdme, had less of the 
genuine attractions which that word carries in its 
fullest sense than those of any other Cabinet officer. 
It could not be otherwise, With neither wife nor 
children to brighten the home, it was not expected 
that it could compare with those of his fellow cabi- 
net officers, who were .surrounded by their families. 
His residence was always a tasteful and handsome 
one; comfortably, though not luxuriously 
furnished, and his friends were always 
welcomed to it. Telephonic connection with his 
office, with the telegraph offices of the city, and the 
White House and other Cabinet officials made 
him accessible at all hours’ to _ those 
who had relations with him. Secretary Folger, 
like all other members of the Cabinet, transacted 
more or less of his business at home. It is a mis- 
taken idea to suppose that Cabinet officials only 
labor during “office hours.” From 9 4. m. to 4p. m. 
are the hours on which they are supposed to be on 
duty, but in many cases their labor begins betore 
that hour, and in almost all cases continues at their 
homes later than 4 o'clock. Secretary Folger’s par- 
lor was often his office, strewn with papers and evi- 
dences of his devotion to the Juties of his position. 
It often saw him at work far into the small hours. 
His private secretary occupied rooms at his house, 
and was in fact a member of his family, so far as 
home life was concerned. 
SECRETARY FRELINGHUYSEN 'S 
home is on Istreet,not far from the State Departn.ent 
He occupies a house which wouid not attract es- 
pecial attention by its exterior elegance. Itisa 
plain, brick double house, with parlors on either 
side of a broad hall. At the right, as you enter, is a 
small reception-room and library handsomely fur- 
nished. At the left is the parlor proper, very hand- 
somely fitted up with furniture and hangings in 
rich, warm colors: Another-™ smaller hail—runs 
through the centerof the house at right angles to 
the one at which you euter,and across this is the din- 
ing-room. Here teaand lunch are seryed on al- 
most all occasions when the doors of the Secreta- 
‘s residence are opened to the friends 
of the family, whic is very often. 
Probably no member of the Cabinet entertains so 
frequently as the Secretary of State. The wife and 
eldest daughter usually receive the visitors in the 
parlor, after ae A have laid aside their wraps in an- 
other room, while & younger daughter presides at 
the tea table in the dining-room. In thefront room, 
immediately over the hall, on the secondgtory, 
stands a large, flat-topped desk, similar to#those 
seen in well-furnished offices. On the walls of this 


by the private secretary, and here the Secretary of 
State transacts not a little of his important official 
business. Often he is at this desk late at night, and 
much of his most important work is done here rath- 
er than at his office in the State Department, where 
he must often be disturbed by calls of diplomates 
and members of Congress. 
SECRETARY CHANDLER'S 
home, which is also on I street, a few blocks from 


State. Itisa handsome building, with a front of 
pressed brick and a few svots of stained giass in 
the windows and transoms. A bfoad hallway runs 
through the center,reaching stairs in the smaller hall, 
which runs at-right angies with the entrance hall. 
The first floor arrangements are very much like 
that of Secretary Frelinghtuysen’s residence, just 
described. Mr. Chandler does not give as many en 
tertainments as does the Secretary of State. Of 
course Mrs. Chandler receives on reception days, as 
do all the wives of Cabinet officers, bnt, aside 
from this, a few dozen evening  recep- 
tions will probably eover the extent 
of the social features of Secretary Chandler's home. 
Mr. Chandler does probab!y more work at his home 
than does Secretary Frelinghuysen. He givesa 
good deal of attention to politics and nota little to 
his prear business, and is, on the whole, probabl 
the busiest man in the entire Cabinet. He has his 
desk on the second floor of his residence and works 
early and late. 

POSTMASTER-GENERAL GRESHAM 
lives afew doors from Mr. Chandler, His resi- 
dence is scarcely as large or handsome as that of 
the Secretary of the ews There are parlors at the 
left as you enter tastefully furnished, and in the 
rear of these pariors, on the first floor, is Mr.Gresh- 
am's Office, where he gives considerable time to 
business, outside of office hours.

Mr. Keevil, the hatter, said: ‘*To open the Exposi- 
tion on Sunday would be a good thing for the peo- 
ple and a good thing for the Exposition. They need 
to make money, and they will find that by abandon- 
ing a policy of exclusiveness they would make tneir 
show more popular and profitabie.” 

Bauer & Lewis, tailors, said that they did not look 
upon the Exposition as a purely money-making 
scheme. It was an institution gotten - for the ben- 
etit of the citizens, who had subscribed liberally for 
it, and the people ought not to be barred from it on 
account of the personal ideas of a few of the direc- 
tors. They thought that ali institutions of that 
kind*ought to be opened to the public on Sunday, 
when they would prove potent counter-attractions to 
vicious resorts. 

E. R. Hall. rubber goods, said that he believed the 
Exposition ought to be opened, provided the public 
were in favor of it, as he believed they were. 

3Zarney Spyer, the diamond dealer. said: “The 
Exposition ought to be opened on Sunday. It is 
ridiculous to state that a hard workingman can go 
the eof an evening. It is absurd, also, to state that 
thercomfort of the 150 Exposition employes shall be 
allowed to count agatnst the desire to visit the 
place of 20,000 to 30,000 people who would seize the 
opportunity of aSunday visit. Itisclaimed that 
some of the employers of workingmen will give 
them a half-holiday forthe purpose of visiting the 
place but most of them will not. On the Sunday 
that the Fair is open to the public the attendance is 
always very large and it would be. found that the 
same condition wouid prevail at the Exposition.” 

Mr. Searritt of the Secarritt Furniture Company 
said that he wanted by all means to see the Ex- 
position kept open on Sunday. 

Mr. Fabricins, dealer in notions, said that he was 
heartily in favor of giving the workingman or any 
one else an opportunity of seeing the Exposition. 

Miss McCaffrey, the milliner, said that the ladies 
were a unit in favor of the Sunday opening move- 
ment,and that the salesladies who were kept busy all 
week long would never be able to see the show un- 
less this privilege was granted them. 

The Amftield Furniture Company indorsed? the 
movement: “I work so hard through the week 
myself,’ said Mr. Amfield, “that Iam never able 
to goouton an evening's enjoyment, so that on 
Sunday I like a little rest and quiet recreation. The 
pleasure of a ramble through the Exposition is just 
the kind of enjoyment a tired business man likes on 
a Sunday afternoon, and I certainly hopel shall 
have the opportunity to indulge in it.” 

S. Hirschberg, dealer in regalia, said that he was 
utterly opposed to keeping..the Exposition closed 
against the workingman or any other kind ofs 
man on Sunday. He believed that hypocriay 
was at the bottom of the opposition to the Sunday 
opening movement. 

Mr. Lightholder, the grocer, said: “When the Ex- 
position directors found that there was danger of 
their not getting open in time, with p yssible finan- 
cial loss as the result of the failure, they said to the 
workingman, ‘You must stay inthis building and 
work whether you like it or not.’ They kept the 
workingmen there working on Sunday to save their 
pockets from drain, and now they propose to keep 
them out to save their consciences from _ strain, 
They will, I think, find that the public will demand 
the right to enter the building.” 

A member of the grocery firm of Krafft, Holmes 
& Co., said that he was very decidediy in favor of

L. D. Seward: “Open it up on Sunday, say l. To 
argue that anybody is injured by spending a few 
hours there on Sunday is silly. As well say it is in- 
jurious to the morals to look into shop windows on 
Sunday. I think that everybody ought to see the 
Exposition, and that can’t be unless they. open on 
Sunday.” 

Bb, H. Dierkes, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney. 
“Why do you ask me such a question? Of course I 
believe in Sunday opening. In fact it seems to me 
that to argue against it would be toargue oneself 
crazy. The peaple to be most benefited by the Ex- 
position are the people who can only see it to ad- 
vantage by Sunday opening. I can’t see why they 
should be denied that pleasure.” 

Messrs. Hermann & Reyburn, law partners, were 
found together, and very busy. They both, how- 
ever, were very éarnest in declaring themselves 
favorable to Sunday opening, as calculated to ac- 
commodate a large class of the community, and as 
eertain to attract many people there who would 
otherwise spend Sunday afternoon in worse places.

R. J. Delano, lawyer: **To open the Exposition on 
Sunday will not only accommodate a large part of 
the public, but it.will give employment toa large 
number of people who need it and who will be glad 
to getit, The argument that it will bea hardship 
on exhibitors’ employes is all wrong, it seems to me, 
as it will, in a layge majority of cases, insure extra 
pav to them, which will be very welcome.

The Perfect Organization of the First Regi-

There was a well-attended officers’ school at the 
Armory Thursday night, there being twenty-three 
Col. Meier directed the proceed- 
ings and acted as instructor, and the session proved 
to be an exceedingly interesting one. This officers’ 
school is a new feature in the military life of St. 
Louis, and the best results are looked for from it. 
It is in itself one of the results of the recent thorough 
organization of the St. Louis military, and an out- 
come of the general shake-up in the old First and 
Third Regiments. The school is to be held once a 
month. In addition to this.a school for non-com- 
missioned officers will be held once a month;

Meier acting as instructor. These meetings are real- 
ly very important, and should be attended to the 
last man, tor without them no hope can be held out 
for the possibility of securing to St. Louis a well 
drilled regiment, The companies may be drilled 
ever so well individually, vet unless they are well 
drilled coliectively, so thoroughly instructed and 
disciplined as to drill under a colonel as well as un- 
der their several captains, there can be no credit- 
able showing in regimental or battalion displays. 
BATTALION DRILLS. 

An officers’ council was held Tnursday night, just 
preceding the holding of the school of the officers. 
At this council a decided expression in favor of the 
holding of frequent battalion dnils was given vent 
to. The officers declared for a battalion drill once a 
month, a drill which should be strictly for practice, 
more, in fact, a practical lesson than a pretentious 
drill. Those who expressed themselves on the sub- 
ject announced that they would study up so as to be 
able to handle their comnpanies in the most intelligent 
manner. It is likely, therefore, that battalion drills 
wiil be the order from this time forward. The officers 
will be expected to inform themselves so thoroughty 
that they will be able to demonstrate on a black- 
board any movement that is contemplated in the pro- 
gramme—and a programme will be furnished each 
officer in advance—will be able to answer any ques 
tions put to him and finally will be able to show the 
battalion movements on the programme by blocks 
on atable. The close instruction of officers in this 
manner will save the men a great deal of trouble and 
so expedite battalion drills as to enable the battalion 
to go through the programme twice within an hour. 
Au awkwartd company ora rattled commander is 
the curse of battalion drills,as the wrong movements 
of one company not only throws the entire line into 
disorder but delays progress by confusing the men. 

IT WILL THUS BE SEEN 

that the perfect battalion drill is a thing of the near 
future. The twelve companies in the regiment are 
to be divided into three battalions of four compa- 
nies each. The battalion drills will take place at 
8 o'clock, and will be concluded by time, in order to 
give room for company drills. This perfect ar- 
rangement will no doubt cause a great deal of en- 
thusiasm among the men, who. conscious that their 
officers know just what to do, will the more readily 
and implicitly obey commands. The result of 
this close attention to the complete and perfect or- 
ganization of the regiment among the officers 
ix having its effect with the men. since it has been 
observed that the company drilis are attended now 
with much greater ardor and in greater numbers 
than ever before. Thirty-five and forty men drill 
now where nineteen or twenty only appeared be- 
fore. Col. Meier says that if the battalion drills can 
be got through with by October he will give the 
regiment out-door drills.

Is there any 
wonder, then, that the men became reckless 
and the officers disgusted. They are all united now 
on the subject of appearing in conjunction with 
civic parades. They are against it, unless they are 
given such liberty of action as will be consonant 
with military dignity. lf a military parade is called 
for by the Veiled Prophets, let the parade be on 
such streets as are thoroughly illuminated, and let it 
be free from the slow, frog-like movements of the 
vehicles carrying scenic displays. A clear field and 
plenty of light is what the boys want, and if they 
get this and are unlampered by a toiling procession 
St. Louis will be given the pleasuce of  wit- 
hessing the eyolutions of 500 well-drilled men. 
ff THE ARMORY AS A CLUB HOUSE: 

_Military life in St. Louis is yearly becoming more 
like club life, The officers are laying plans to keep 
the boys together this winter, to instruct, amuse 
and entertain them. Maj. Buchanan, Capt. Cook- 
son and Capt. Priest have been appointed a commit- 
tee OD Amusement. Their duty will be to submit a 
plan by which the various companies will be enabled 
to have their hops on nights agreed upon far in ad- 
vance. This will prevent a great deai of wrangling 
and will avert collisions. In addition to 
this acommittee will be appointed to estab- 
lish @ library at the Armory, the library 
to consist of books bearing alone on 
military life. The Army and Navy Gazette and the 
National Guardsnian will be Kept on file, and efforts 
will be made to stock the shelves with militar 
works of all kinds—hbistories, biographies. etc. It 
the intention of Col. Meier to have a number of the 
more proficient young guardsmen read up on cer- 
tain subjects and deliver lectures to the regiment 
during the winter.

Maurice Grau received the folowing cablezram 
from H. E. Abbey last Tuesday: 


‘Signed to-day with Sarah for 1886; paid first de- 
posit.” 

“Bravo, Abbey!" exclaimed Grau. “She was en- 
gaged to Mayer of Port St. Martin Theater, but of 
course Abbey has paid the forfeit money, and 
ll difficulties are overcome. This,” continued Mr. 
Grau, “is the greatest engagement that has ever 
been signed by any celebrity. Sarah wants nothing 
lesa than the earth, or,in. other words, she is to 
make atourof the world under Abbey's and my 
Own management. The contract is for one year, or 
230 performances. The tour is to commence in 
South America. Sarah will have concluded an en- 
gagement at Lisbon, Portugal, and she will cross at 
once to Rio de Janeiro. She will play there,at St. Paul, 
Buenos Ayres, Montevideo, Santiago de Cuba, Val- 

igo and Lima. Then she will cross over to San 
rancisco and play in those Western cities in which 
she has uot yet appeared—Omaha, Kansas City, 
and so forth.

SIGNS OF LIFE. 


The Union Iron Works of Buffalo About 
to be Opened. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

BurraLo, September 13.—For sometime past un- 
usual activity has been noticed at the Union Iron 
works in the southern part of the city, but the rea- 
son was not known until to-day, when it leaked out 
that the Packer Estate, E. P. Wilber, George Beals 
and the other owners had transferred their title to 


the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, for a nomi- 
na] consideration. The officials of the company here 
are yery reticent, and do not care tostate the reason 
for the transfer, but from one of the officials of 
the company it has been learned that 
they intena to open up the works and run them at 
their full capacity. Representatives of the railroad 
company have been herefor the past few days 
looking over the property, and,if the report of 
its condition is satisfactory, the company will erect 
a Bessemer steel plant similar to that at their Beth- 
lehem works and have itinshapeto begin opera- 
tions early in the spring. The furnaces were closed 
down in 1876 and have not been run since, except 
for a few months in 1880, when they closed down on 
account of astrike of theirmen. Itis a vaiuable 
property, covering fifty-three acres with two water 
fronts of j feet each, accessible by 
the largest lake vessels on the Buffalo River. On the 
other side the plant hasrail communication with all 
the roads moving into the city andis only a short 
distance from the Lehigh Valley's own tracks. The 

lant consists of three blast furnaces, each fifty feet. 
nheight and fourteen, fifteen and seventeen feet 
across the base, respectively. and having an annual 
capacity of 28,000 tons®f pig iron. The rolling-mill 
contains one nineteen-inch puddle train, one with 
three high rolls, one three high, twenty-one inches 
beam, channel and round n train; a twenty-one 
inch three high rail train, and two 
more three high trains, one _ eight inches 
the other twelve mches.

Ixion’s Letter. 

Lessons can be-learned constantly, and I am glad 
to see the problem of how to lower high ,salaries is 
being successfully solved. I donot wish to do my- 
self too proud; but itis exactly as I said a year ago; 
the way to keep a market moderate, is to keep pace 


with the demand and furnish the supply. The re- 
serve rule answers some excellent purposes, but it is 
not the legitimate manner of doing away with a 
difficulty. The advent of such men as Foutz, Ca- 
ruthers, Mountjoy, Vinton, Emslie, Orr, Clarkson, 
Henry Moffet, Morris, McKean and the 
immense list of new talent is doing more towards 
protecting clubs and managers from extortion than 
any “close corporation” restrictions could ever do. 
There are but few ctubs in the country who are not 
well provided with batteries and players, and their 
deficiencies will be easily supplied. There are, per- 
haps, a half dozen especial players who will obtain 
fancy prices, but the general runof salaries will 
not be an advance over the present year—probably 
the average will not be so high. 
. *** 


While so muchis being said regarding manage- 
ment, perhaps it would be as well to look at two or 
three important points. Perhapsthe most success- 
ful of all managers, Harry Wright.furnishes the best 
model and his methods are worthy of study. Har- 
ry does not enforce ey, vigorous or un- 
reasonable discipline, although there isa legend to 
that effect. He does not keep his men in shape by 
inflicting heavy fines or by severe penalies of any 
kind. He goes to the root of the evil 
and avoids gall trouble b not em- 
ploying intemperate or insubordinate men. A 
case is on record where Cal* McVey made some ob- 
jection to an arrangement of the nine—the old Red 
Stockings, Harry iocoked at him a moment, and 
said, “Go and take your uniform off.’ Cal did not 
know whether it was a discharzge,a suspension, or a 
“lay-off” for the day. Ever after he was the most 
amenable of men, although a well-developed kicker

There was something of Corinthian massiveness 
about the folly exhibited by the American Associa- 
tion in its discharge from umpireship of such 
men as Daniels and others, who were do- 
ing well, when there is no other way out of 
it shan to put up with such inflictions as the man 
Quinn and others who are hardly careful in con- 
cealing their bias and demonstrating their inten- 
tion to give certain clubs—invariably Western ones 
—the worstpf it. The story of Quinn's Toledo ex- 
ploit has never been fully told, and it is not too late 
touse it as an example: Ex-Manager Williams, 
who was always complacent, yielding and unexact- 
ing, and never inclined to cavil or find fault, 
gave the following version of the affair: 

“In the eighth inning the score stood Toledo 2, St. 
Louis 1. Bill Gleason, the tirst man at the bat, led off 
with a beautiful two-base hit to left field, when to 
the astonishment of everybody Quinn called him out 
on afoul strike forsteppmg out ofthe box upon 
the demand of Mullane. ‘The decision was one of 
the most outrageous I ever saw on aball field. We 
saw that Quinn was bound to keep us from 
winning and the game, in the heat of the moment we 
quit the field and let them have the game. The 
boys were so mad that they would have done a 
thing rather than play the game out. I don't like 
the policy of leaving a ball Held at any time, and 
didn’t want to do it then, but the boys would not 
play it out, and under the circumstances, no 
one could blame them.” Louisville had a 
beautiful dose of this same Quinn during the week, 
ond he “‘done”’ them out of at least one victory. St. 
Louis’ experience has been very melancholy all the 
season, and yesterday added another to the long list 
of defeats they have had told against them by par- 
tial or inefficient umpiring.
